and I firmly believe that the sooner 
it is practicable the better for every-.

The Day of the Dic-Hard Gone.

ficult. We have been educating the 
Indiang until many of them say 
they can govern themselves, We 
know they will not be able to do 
so for. some time yet; and what 
makes them bitter ia that ‘they 
know this too.
